wo have visited X'an:xinio perhaps mure fie- 
qneully than any other port in the Colony, 
not only because we have drawn from bor thu 
resources necessary lo the carrying ou of our 
arduous work, but because we have been able 
there to pursue in eomparativo freedom an.l 
retirement, tliosi! duiies which may be termed 
our in-door work. 

I feel it dillienll to direct my reply to vnur 
aildress of that private and friendly'cliar.'cter 
which it is scarcely usual to indulge iiioiisucli 
ooea.sioii.i as this ; but us I feel such a course 
to be natural, I cannot believe that it will bo 
unacceptable to you. 

I have made soma friendsliips among you 
which r hope will last through my life, and on 
my own part ns woll us on that of my ollicers, 
1 earnestly assure you that as wc tdiall pari 
fro.'ii yon to-morrow with unfeigned regret, so 
shall we leave behind iiH onr Hiiicere ami heiirl- 
fell wi-he.s indiviilirilly for your welfare and 
liiippiiK.Hs. and for your selllcmenl's siiccea.i 
and pi'o.spcrily. 

'I'lie (piiel and retirement of Xanaimo in 
the sonso I have spoken of it is at an end, 
and the tiinn has arrived when she must 
rise up and take her place among the bu.sy 
cities ol this great conlinoul, und assuredly 
she will occupy no mean position — second 
only to Victoria. She may soon be scarcely 
so, for i'he po-sosses within herself the per- 
manent oleiiiiMit o( greatness anl [irosperity. 
which, if properly diieeted and dovelopeil, 
cannot fail to socuro to all conncctod with 
lijr pr-isperily and siieeess. 

Every iirfw country has its places of trial 
und dilficulty to pass ihroiigb, tho duration 
of which diipoad,?, I believe, as much on the 
character of the people as on ihe physical 
obstacles to' be overcome. 

It is somewhat singular that" llie diflioul- 
tios of these colonics scoin lo have been 
ushered in with our advaiit here, and lo be 
vanishing with our ileparlure. 

In eonclosion, Oenlleincn, .should our 
humble labors have tended, or one day tend, 
lo tho ailvanceiiient of the iiilcrosts and pro- 
sperity of llieso colonies, which 1 would fain 
hopii may be tbo case, then we desiio no 
greater reward than the oiio you have so 
happily shadowed out for us, lhal our 
names may beaffeclionalely remembered hy 
your children, and your cliildren's oliililron ; 
and 1 beg you to believu that whatever lot 
may await me in tho future. I shall never 
fail to lake a deep inlerest i'li all connected 
with thi.s country, and llnil my rocolleetioa 
of Namiiiiio and its iiihabitanis will be 
ainotig the most pleasant of my life. And 1
